How formidable and deceptive ML
Sir Sandford, over 11,000 feet high,
and the highest peak of the Selkirk
region in British Columbia, was finally
conquered by Howard Palmer, son of
Mr. and Mrs. George S. Palmer of New
London- - and a former N. F. A. boy, and
hl party, of explorers after five at-
tempts had proved futile, - was the
thrilling story that held the close at-
tention of a large audience in Slater
Memorial hall on Monday evening. The
lecture, delivered under the auspices
of the Norwich Free Academy, was il-

lustrated by a .large' number of ster-eoptic- on

slides which showed in detail
the - treacherous mountain slopes,
yawning chasms,-- , deep crevasses of
mighty, glaciers--- . and snow capped
peaks.. -- "' - '

Mr. Palmer was preseated y Prof.
Henry A. Tirrell, principal of the N.
F. A. In his .prefatory remarks Mr.
Palmer spoke of British Columbia as
a land of mountains. The Canadian
Pacific railroad crosses, four distinct
parallel chains In this region with a
total . breadth of 300 miles. The Sel-
kirk 'is a largely uninhabited region,
neither soil nor climate being adapted
to agriculture and mining has sprung
up as the chief Industry. The main
waterways' are used by the explorers,
then roads appear and finally the re-
gion is gradually opened to the rail-
road. After giving a brief outline of
the conditions existing in this moun-
tainous region 'Mr. Palmer went on to
tell of some of the experiences he and
his party- encountered in their ex-
plorations and as the slides appeared
on the screen he pointed out the par-
ticularly Interesting points. . '

The first elide shown was a map of
the Selkirk system or range, which
served to give all a clear idea of the
location. Mr. Palmer's talk was con-
cerned chiefly with the northern end
of the range.

The next slide showed the eastern
gateway to Rogers pass and then the
southern portal appeared.

Mr. Palmer said that the moun-
taineer divides all mountains into two
broad- classes, snow peaks and rock
peaks and each of these was Illus-
trated by the'stereopticon. Climbers
roped together striving to reach their
goal was the subject of one of the
slides and another showed the chim-
ney method of .climbing. Mr. Palmer
said that the rate of ascent on the
steep mountain sides is about 1,000
feet-a- n hour, although It is not un-
usual to make 1,500 feet an hour on
some of the mountains.

Glaciers with great Assures and
deep crevasses were shown. Mr. Pal-
mer said that the glaciers move faster
in the center than they do at the mar-
gin. This accounts for the queer ice
formations along the margins. The
glaciers form the natural highways to
the peaks, which are their sources.
Among the glacier slides was one
which showed a close view of a mag-
nificent ice fall. Walking up glaciers

NO MORE CONTRACTS
FOR NEW BRIDGES.

Highway Commissioner Will Confine
. Work to Repairs During the Winter.

"Highway Commissioner Charles J.
Bennett will not award any more con-
tracts this . year for construction - of
bridges. Whatever additional contracts
may bo awarded will be for repairs. It
Is impossible to foresee the extent of
this repair work,, or, indeed, if it will
be necessary to undertake it at all.

Contracts for the construction of
bridges amounting to more than $130,-00- 0

are now in the works.
Under the act of the last session the

highway commission was given entire
charge of the construction of bridges
in the state, and they were made a
part of the trunk system. In every
instance the state pays one-ha- lf . the
construction except when - a trolley
company uses the bridge, when the
cost is divided between the state, the
company and the towns or counties,
the assessment on each being one-thi- rd

the cost.

One
of the chief dangers in glacier travel
lies In concealed cracks and crevasses
and it is absolutely essential that ev
eryone in the party be roped to pre-
vent them from falling to almost cer
tain death. Some of the smaller
crevasses In glaciers were shown and
described by- the lecturer and then
came a detailed view of a large
crevasse.- - A superb view from the
top of a snow-camp- ed peak followed
and other views included one of the
party's mountain camps, the same
camp, looking In the opposite direction,
rugged and imposing rock peaks, Mt.
Dawson, 1100 feet high, and Mt. Fox,
another of the high peaks.

After giving his audience a glimpse
of the conditions In that country Mr.
Palmer then showed them how the el
ements were utilized by his party in
their attack on Mount Sir Sandford.
Five times- they attempted to climb
Its peak, and five times they were baf-
fled. These attempts covered a period
of five years, as only one attempt was
made a year. Their final attempt.
made In 1911. proved successful, but
not until they spent hours and risked
many dangers. When their goal, was
reached and they stood at last on the
peak of the giant mountain, no out
ward sign of gratification was made.
there were no congratulations, hardly
a word was spoken and they remained
only long enough to bury their rec
ords, following the usual custom, for
all were thinking of the descent, haz
ardous at best and rapidly becoming
more and more difficult as the snow
and ice softened under the sun's rays.
They reached the foot of the mountain
without accident, the first victors over
stubborn Mount Sir Sandford. ,

In concluding his lecture Mr. Palmer
told of how his explorations had placed
on tne government map suo square
miles or country that had previously
Deen classed as unknown.

With Mr. Palmer in these explora
lions- were E. W. D. Holway and Fred
erick K. Butters of the Unlrerslty of
Minnesota, in tne course of their trav-
els they have ascended more than 35
mountains. of which had never pre
viously been climbed. Mr. Palmer is
a fellow of the Royal Geoarrachlcal
Society of London and is secretary of
tne American Alpine club. The resultsor nla worKs have appeared in a re
centiy published volume entitle
Mountaineering and Explorations In
tne seiKirxs.
